The Synopsis

This is a true story. It is the story of a boy named Al Schmid and a girl 
named Ruth Hartley and of the generation of Americans that became twenty- 
one on December 7, 1941. 

As a young man of twenty, Al Schmid (JOHN GARFIELD) is earning a 
living in a Philadelphia machine shop and boarding at the home of the Mer- 
chants (JOHN RIDGELY and ANN DORAN), little concerned with affairs of 
the world. His world, of coon hunting and baseball games, he shares with a 
girl, Ruth Hartley (Eleanor Parker). 

On Sunday, December 7, 1941, Al and Ruth share the terrible news that 
Pearl Harbor is aflame and the Japanese are on the move. To them, it seems 
remote and fantastically unreal. It is not long, however, before Al enlists in 
the Marines. In the small hours of the morning, Ruth helps Al pack and, at 
his request, says goodbye to him then. Against his wishes, Ruth does go to the 
station to catch one last glimpse of Al. From a train that is ready to leave, Al 
spots Ruth and they share a bittersweet farewell. Shyly, he hands her a tiny 
box containing an engagement ring, and then, he is off to training ... and war. 

Unshaven, dirty, exhausted, waiting for replacements that never come, Al 
is a member of a machine gun crew at Guadalcanal, defending a salient against 
a nocturnal Jap onslaught. His buddies are Corporal Lee Diamond (DANE 
CLARK), and Johnny Rivers (TONY CARUSO). They hold back the Jap ad- 
vance for some time but then Johnny suddenly is killed and Lee is seriously 
wounded. Al operates the gun alone until a Jap sneaks his way across a muddy 
stream and hurls a grenade into the nest. Al is wounded. 

At a San Diego naval hospital, Al is told that medical treatment on his eyes 
will be to no. avail. Embittered, Al tells Virginia Pfeiffer (Rosemary DeCamp), 
a Red Cross social worker, to write to Ruth and to call everything off between 
them. 
Soon afterward, Al is notified that he is to be awarded the Navy Cross, the 
award to be made in Philadelphia during Christmas week. Al demurs against 
going home but it is a military order and there is no alternative. 

Posing as a Wave officer, Ruth meets Al’s train at Philadelphia and drives 
him home. When he ultimately discovers the ruse, he is violently insistent upon 
being taken back to the hospital. But it is Christmas Eve and for the sake of 
the Merchant’s little girl (ANN TODD), Al stays for dinner. The situation 
reaches the breaking point when the child persists in innocently making awk- 
ward references to Al’s condition. In desperation, he tries to leave alone, but 
trips on the Christmas tree and falls to the floor. All his resolve melts. In Ruth’s 
arms, Al hears her say that it is love that makes her stick to him . . . not pity. 

On a cold winter day at the Navy Yard, an Honor Guard stands at atten- 
tion. Facing a group of six high-ranking officers, listening to a lieutenant read 
his citation for extraordinary heroism, straight and proud stands Al Schmid,

The family with whom Al was 
boarding, Jim and Ella Mer- 
chant (John Ridgely and Ann 
Doran) were the first to know 
that he had joined the Marines 
and then Al told Ruth. Bitter- 
sweet was their parting and 
Al was gone. 


The Marines sent Al to an’ 


island in the South Pacific, 
Maybe you’ve heard of it. On 
maps it’s called Guadalcanal 
but the Marines called it some- 
thing else. Part of a machine- 
gun crew, Al, Lee Diamond 
(Dane Clark) and Johnny 
Rivers (Tony Caruso) dug in 
on the banks of the Tenaru 
River. There it was that Al 
Schmid made his fabulous 
one-man stand with a 
machine-gun that grew white- 
hot in his hands. 

The Marines never gave up 
that island but they took Al 
and Lee off it just the same. 
Al’s recovery, his return to a 
way of life filled with love and 
hope and laughter and the 
happiness he finds in ‘Ruth’s 
arms, are so eloquently told in 
the film that words can never 
suffice.

As Al Schmid, John Gar- 
field’s acting ability has been 
put to the test and he turns in 
a performance that is a shin- 
ing tribute, both to Mr. Gar- 
field and to Al Schmid.

Schmid Lends Hand 


Daves found that everything 
he wanted — from the Liberty 
Bell to Sergeant Schmid’s 
home — was available. That is, 
until he needed a copy of 
the Philadelphia newspaper 
Schmid was reading on Dec. 
7, 1941 when the news of the 
sneak attack on Pearl Harbor 
flashed around the world. 


J. David Stern, publisher of 
the Philadelphia Record, fin- 
ally came to the rescue. It was 
his paper the future hero had 
been reading when the Pearl 
Harbor news’ was flashed. 
There wasn’t a copy of that 
particular edition left in the 
newspaper’s morgue. But Stern 
had one precious copy in his 
home collection. He lent it to 
director Daves for the scene.

It's tougher than ever these

Liberty Bell 
Used In Film 
As Scene Prop 


The introductory shot of 
Warner Bros.’ “Pride Of The 
Marines,” the John Garfield 
starring film now at the trand, 
is that of the Liberty Bell in 
Philadelphia. 

In the background the nar- 
rator explains that this is the 
story of a typical American 
boy and girl of the generation 
that became twenty-one on 
December 7, 1941. 

There are several passersby 
in the background of the shot, 
and there is one figure of a 
man looking reverently up at 
the big bell as it tolls. 

But when the Warner com- 
pany was back in Philadelphia 
on location during the picture’s 
filming, Sergeant Al Schmid, 
the marine who was wounded 
at Guadalcanal and the man 
the script was written about, 
asked Director Delmar Daves 
if he couldn’t be the figure in 
the background looking up at 
the bell — “just for luck.” 


Research Material 
Gathered In Huge 
Quantity For Film 


Sixteen volumes of photographs 
and eight volumes of news clip- 
pings and other data dealing with 
the historic marine capture of 
Guadalcanal were compiled by 
the Warner Bros. research depart- 
ment for one battle sequence in 
the new John .Garfield starrer, 
"Pride Of The Marines,}' cur- 
rently at the Strand.

Enlists In Marines 

For a while, Al Schmid 
fought a battle with himself. 
Pearl Harbor had begun to 
burn inside of him and it was 
not long before he joined a 
slow moving line that wound 
about the doors of a Philadel- 
phia_ recruiting office. His 
choice was the United States 
Marines. 

Al’s friends, the Merchants 
(John Ridgely and Ann Doran) 
were the first to know and 
then he told Ruth. She didn’t 
say much that winter’s evening 
as she helped Al pack and that 
was the way he wanted it. 
Shyly, almost childlike, Ruth 
joined Al at the station and 
they shared a bittersweet fare- 
well. 

It went quickly for Al after 
boot camp. They put him in a 


machine-gun company,  to- 
gether with Lee Diamond 
(Dane Clark) and Johnny 
Rivers (Tony Caruso) and 


gave him a handful of shots. 
A few weeks in some P. O. le 
followed by restless days on a 
troop ship and then, the green 
island of Guadalcanal stretched 
low on the horizon. He went 
in with one of those early 
waves of men and machines, 
across coral beaches and into 


dank jungles. They inched 
their way forward, against 
heat, disease and the ever 


present Japanese. And there it 
was, on a wet river bank on 
the island of Guadalcanal, that 
Al Schmid made his heroic 
one-man stand. 


Wounded In Battle 


They took him off after that 
and, together with Lee, he was 
returned to the states. From 
Lee’s lips he heard the story 
of his fabulous deeds; how 
they had counted two hundred 
dead Japs in front of his ma- 
chine-gun after the battle of 
Tenaru River. 

But Al was troubled by 
something he couldn’t seem to 
fight and determined not to be 
a burden on Ruth, he broke 
their engagement. Heartbroken, 
Ruth found aid in a Red Cross 
worker, Virginia Pfeiffer 
(Rosemary De Camp) and to- 
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John Garfield, as Marine hero Al Schmid, and Dane Clark, as his fighting 
buddy, Lee Diamond, as they appear in a dramatic moment in Warners’ 
moving drama, "'Pride of the Marines" at the Strand.

John Garfield Discusses 
Post-War Motion Pictures 


John Garfield has his own private postwar plans. 
He’s waiting to go back into cops-’n-robbers roles. The 
actor, currently starring in Warners’ “Pride Of The 


Marines” at the Strand says: 


“During these days, a lot of us fellows on the screen 
have found ourselves playing lot more serious roles than 
we used to, because these are serious times. 


“Naturally, actors love to 
play the so-called emotional 
roles, and if we do a good job 
it makes for good entertain- 
ment. 

“My latest role, in Warners’ 
‘Pride Of The Marines,’ for in- 
stance, is certainly one of the 
most gripping true stories to 
come out of this war — the 
story of the wounded Marine 
hero, Al Schmid — and how 
engrossing it is on the screen 
depends only on my limita- 
tions as a performer. It’s a 
challenge to an actor, and 
there it’s actor’s meat. 

“But I think that after the 
war there’s going to be a ter- 
rific reflex on the part of the 
audience. People are serious 
now, and they know they have 
to be, and they want to be just 
as deadly in earnest as they 
can until things are finished 
over there. 

“When it is over, 
they'll want an outlet. 

“And that’s 
why I’ve 
made my pri- 
vate postwar 
plans. I’m go-

ing to dust- 
off my old 
gat, or borrow 
the one that 
Humphrey 
Bogart used 
to use — it 


did all right 
for him = 
and Tm _ go- 
ing to ask Mr.

Tribute From Fan 


Certainly one of the most 
earnest tributes any fan could 
pay a player was paid to 
Eleanor Parker as a result of 
her recent picture, “The Very 
Thought of You.” An army 
corporal and his wife have 
written to the actress that she 
has saved their marital ship 
from the divorce courts. 

And topping that, the girl is 
coming to Hollywood as the 
Warner Bros. actress’ stand-in. 

A few months ago, Mrs. 
Evelyn McMasters of Chicago 
wrote: 

“My husband had been away 
at an army camp so long that 
I found my life completely 
altered. I didn’t see how we 
could ever get back together 
again. He came home on his 
furlough just before going 
overseas. It was worse than 
ever. Then we happened to see 
your picture. It hit us both 
right where it would do the 
most good.” 

Miss Parker, currently play- 
ing opposite John Garfield in 
Warners’ “Pride Of The Ma- 
rines” at the Strand, exchanged 
correspondence with the army 
wife and discovered they were 
very close look-alikes. She then 
offered her the stand-in job. 


Minute Details 


Film’s Authenticity 


During the filming of War- 
ners’ “Pride Of The Marines,” 
currently at the Strand, an an- 
nouncement appeared in the 
press that John Garfield and 
Eleanor Parker, the _ film’s 
stars, and a company of tech- 
nicians had been dispatched to 
Philadelphia to obtain authen- 
tic shots. 

This brief announcement did 
not stress the time, trouble 
and expense to which a studio 
will go to make a movie look 
like the real thing. 

“Pride Of The Marines” 
deals with the life and accom- 
plishments of Al Schmid, one 
of the Marine heroes of this 
war. Schmid, played by Gar- 
field, hails from Philadelphia, 
and Warners decided to film 
the early scenes of his life in 
that metropolis. 

Daily, in a projection room 
at Warners, the film was run 
off after being flown in from 
Philadelphia while the com- 
pany was still there on loca- 
tion. Present were producer 
Jerry Wald, special effects di- 
rector William McCann and a 
motion picture cutter. 

The film shown represented 


footage that would go to make 


up one scene in the finished 
picture — a sequence showing 
Garfield at the Philadelphia 
railroad terminal as he is about 
to depart for the induction 
center. He and his girl friend, 
Eleanor Parker, had had a 
squabble the day before and 
he had asked her not to see 
him off. She had shown up, 
however, and finally the two 
of them broke down and made 
up just before the train de- 
parted. 

This unfinished scene would 
later be rounded out with 
closeups, sound effects and 
other trimmings at the studio 
to make the polished product 
that moviegoers see on the 
screen.

John Ridgely fashion. First 
there was a shot of the rail- 
road terminal. Then shots of 
trains pulling in. And then 
a distant shot of Garfield walk- 
ing the length of the terminal 
by himself. This action was 
repeated in additional shots 
from different angles and dis- 
tances. There was one_ shot 
with the camera in the train 
itself as it pulled into the sta- 
tion, with Garfield being 
viewed through the train win- 
dow. 

Then there were shots of 
Miss Parker from _ various 
angles, repeating one piece of 
business. And then, finally, a 
number of “takes” of her and 
Garfield rushing into each 
other’s arms. 

The producer and the cutters 
made notes as the film unreeled 
on the screen, notes és to how 
the scene would finally shape 
up in its edited form. After the 
film had been shown, the pro- 
ducer and cutter talked to di- 
rector Delmer Daves and his 
assistants in Philadelphia on 
the phone, ironing out addi- 
tional details. 

This entire scene takes no 
more than one minute in the 
finished film. Certainly, no one 
is able to question the au- 
thenticity of “Pride Of The 
Marines.” 


Marine’s Letter Provides 
Story of Fighting Hero 


“Dear Ruth” was the sub-head of a story running for 
half a stick of type in the issue of Time for February 1, 
1943. It remained for Warner Bros. to make it the basis 
for one of that studio’s most important productions for 
this year, “Pride Of The Marines,” currently at the 
Strand with John Garfield, Eleanor Parker and Dane 


Clark in top starring roles. 
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John Garfield, Warner Brothers star, plays Sgt. Al Schmid, Marine hero. In 
"Pride of the Marines," currently at the Strand Theatre. The film also stars 


Eleanor Parker and Dane Clark. 


“Private Al Schmid, of the 
Marine Corps, was facing life, 
while handicapped. In San 
Diego Naval Hospital he began 
his biggest readjustment. 


““Dear Ruth ....: * he said. 
The Red Cross girl, Virginia 
Pfeiffer, wrote it down. She 
did not hesitate when he came 
to the part about breaking his 
engagement to Ruth ‘Because I 
don’t want to be a drag on any- 
body.’ She signed his name 
‘Al” The Jap bullet that 
wounded Al Schmid after his 
machine gun killed 20° Japs 
had struck far from Guadal- 
canal.” 


Jerry Wald Impressed 


The moment Warners’ pro- 
ducer Jerry Wald read it, in- 
stinct told him that what had 
happened to Al Schmid and 
what was going to happen to 
him made for a screen scenario, 
and his studio saw it the same 
way. 

Many a script was in prep- 
aration or filming on the plight 
of the soldier returned to a 
civilian world; this was to be 
the first actual case history. 

A wire was 
despatched to 
Roger Butter- 
field, who cov- 
ered the 
Schmid yarn 
for Time, for 
more details, 
and he replied 
that he was 
then prepar- 
ing an extend- 
ed feature for 
Life, and was 
then going to 
put the story 
into book 
form. 

Warner Bros. bought the 
book from Butterfield before it 
was written. 

While waiting for the galley- 
proofs, Warner Bros. sought 
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Rosemary DeCamp 


This was the story: 


the man best suited to adapt 
the screenplay. He proved to 
be a slight, professional-look- 
ing fellow named Albert Maltz, 
who previously had written 
“Destination Tokyo” and has 
since written one of the top 
current best-sellers, ‘““The Cross 
and the Arrow.” 

Maltz, who has turned down 
a score of lucrative film as- 
signments because he felt 
“they had nothing to say in 
times like these,” believes the 
story of Al Schmid does have 
something to say. 


Paine His Ideal 


His beau ideal of the writing 
craft is Thomas Paine, and he 
delights to point out how 
Paine’s words changed an 
entire people’s perspective, he 
has felt that way ever since 
he was graduated from Co- 
lumbia and Yale Universities 
and in high temper wrote his 
first short story, “Man on the 
Road,” about the workers who 
died of silicosis because of a 
contractor’s negligence on a 
giant tunnel-building project. 


As a result of this story, 
which at first was rejected by 
every first-rate magazine, there 
was a Congressional investi- 
gation. And “Man on the 
Road” is now printed in at 
least ten top anthologies. 


When he was assigned to 
“Pride Of The Marines,” Maltz 
first went to the San Diego 
Naval Hospital to look up 
Virginia Pfeiffer, Al Schmid’s 
nurse when he came back from 
Guadalcanal. Then he _ spent 
weeks of research studying Al, 
his past, his present and _ his 
future. 

For the foreword, he wrote: 


“It is the story of a boy 
named Al Schmid and a girl 
named Ruth Hartley, and of 
the generation of Americans 
that became twenty-one on 
December 7, 1941.” 


Dane Glark Plays

Dane Clark, whose role with

Girls Overseas A Big Hand 


John Garfield, currently starring in Warners’ “Pride 
Of The Marines” at the Strand, has chalked up a total of 
more than 25,000 miles entertaining at the war fronts 
and claims that there are two things often more impor- 
tant to a soldier than the food he eats. They are letters 
from home, and the girl in Red Cross uniform. Of the 


latter, the actor says: 
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Eleanor Parker, lovely Warner star, plays the sweetheart of Sgt. Al Schmid, 
U. S. Marine hero, in "Pride of the Marines," currently at the Strand 


Theatre. Also starred are John Garfield and Dane Clark. 


“This girl is his living link 
to home. I have seen men com- 
ing back to the rear for a few 
hours’ relief, with their eyes 
red from lack of sleep, and 
dulled with the despair, the 
disillusionment and the com- 
plete exhaustion of the bitter 
job they had to do. 

“But there would be a Red 
Cross girl there to give them 
a cup of hot coffee and a 
doughnut — and a word and a 
smile. 

“Right then nothing could 
have been as important. 

“I saw the same thing again 
and again in hospital wards. 

“At present I am doubly 
conscious of what the Red 
Cross is doing — as a layman 
privileged to have had a ring- 
side seat at the firing lines, 
and also in my profession as 
an actor. 

“For in my current motion 
picture for Warner Bros., 
‘Pride Of The Marines,’ we 
are telling not only the story 
of a hero of the Marines at 
Guadalcanal, Al Schmid, but 
a story that also belongs to a 
Red Cross girl, who, in her 
way, too, became entitled to 
some kind of a medal. 

“Her name is Virginia Pfeif- 
fer. 

“When Al Schmid came back 
from the Pacific after killing 


more than two hundred Japs 
with his machine gun, he was 
wounded.

“But Al said he didn’t want 
Ruth Hartley to be dragged 
down by a wounded veteran 
who wasn’t in good health.

He said he was 
never coming back to Phila- 
delphia, and he was breaking 
the engagement. He wouldn’t 
tell her why. 


“Virginia tried to tell Al that 
he was wrong, that he still had 
a lot to live for, that he should 
tell Ruth the truth, and let her 
help decide their future. He 
refused. 


“So Virginia took the matter 
into her own hands. 


“And today, Al Schmid is a 
happy, hard-working well-ad- 
justed citizen. And the former 
Ruth Hartley is glad she is 
Mrs. Schmid. 


“That’s the story. And like 
hundreds of other stories of 
Uncle Sam’s heroes in uni- 
form, it belongs almost as 
much to a Red Cross girl as to 
the man with the ribbons on 
his chest.” 


Marine Officer Finds New Vocation 
As Hollywood Casting Director 


Major Gordon Warner, USMC, Finds Job of Classifying Veterans Tough 


But Interesting. Says Warner, “They’re All Great Guys.” 


A new man with a new job in Hollywood is Major Gordon Warner, U.S.M.C., re- 
tired, who was recently signed by Hollywood’s Central Casting for the job of inter- 
viewing and classifying all returning veterans for film extra work. 

His first job was accomplished for Warner Bros.’ “Pride Of The Marines,” starring 
John Garfield, Eleanor Parker and Dane Clark, currently playing at the Strand. The 
film recounts the rehabilitation experiences of Sergeant Al Schmid, the Marine hero 
who was wounded after destroying more than two hundred Japs at Guadalcanal. 


Major Warner met a number 
of interesting men in that as- 
signment. 

Most of the fellows were, of 
course, bona fide veterans who 
had seen plenty of action in 
combat and who wore all kinds 
of ribbons, but there were, too, 
a certain number who, in mili- 
tary vernacular love to “beat 
their gums” in dreaming up 
their front line experiences. 

One day, for instance, Jerry 
Wald, who produced ‘Pride Of 
The Marines,” for Warner 
Bros., asked Major Warner to 
talk to a young fellow who 
claimed to be a Guadalcanal 
veteran. 

“What did you do at Guadal- 
canal?” courteously asked the 
major. 

“Oh me? I was the guy who 
cut down the Nip. who got 
Schmid with the grenade,” he 
replied. 

Fakes Valor 


All of which was interesting. 
But the fact of the matter was 
that the Jap in question blew 
himself to his own perdition 
with the grenade that wounded 
Schmid. 


No particular effort is made 
by Major Warner to com- 
promise the phonies — they in- 
variably do it themselves — 
in the way they handle equip- 
ment, etc. Besides, there is no 
burning issue involved; if they 
look and act the part, that is 
all that Central Casting or the 
studios require. 

But if this were an issue, 
they would have to work pretty 
hard to fool the good major. 

He learned about things the 
hard way. 

Wearer of the Navy Cross 
and now up for the Congres- 
sional Medal of Honor after 
losing his leg in one of the 
most heroic actions in Bougain- 
ville, he joined the Marine 
Corps as a second lieutenant 
as a U.S.C. undergraduate in 
1938. 

He took his 
basic train- 
ing at the 
Philadelphia 
Navy Yard, 
then _ relin- 
quished his 
commission 
to sail for 
Japan to 
teach water 
polo — he’d 
been captain 
of the U.S.C. 
swimming 
team — at 
Merji Uni- 
versity. In the land of the 
Rising Sun, he learned to speak 
Japanese fluently and also be- 
came the only American to 
boast a degree in Kendo, the 
national sport of swordfighting. 

Warner then for a _ year 
taught history at Funahou Uni- 
versity in the Hawaiian Is- 
lands, and in 1940 returned to 
the Marine Corps. He found 
himself at Quantico as an in- 
structor, and became a mem- 
ber of the lst Marine Raider 
battalion under Col. Merritt 
“Red Mike” Edson. Subse- 
quently he was promoted to 
captain, and placed in com- 
mand of the special weapons 
branch of the Marine Base at 
San Diego. 

He shipped out to Guadal- 
canal and then to Bougain- 
ville, and on the first day of 
that critical encounter was 
given a spot promotion to 
major on the field of battle 
and was awarded his Cross 
after leading a reconnoitering 
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John Garfield, as gallant Al Schmid — the fighting marine — lets go another 
blast of machine-gun fire at lurking Japs, in the above scene from Warners’ 
"Pride of the Marines" at the Strand. Also starred in the film are Eleanor 


Parker and Dane Clark. 


party of five on a death-defy- 
ing patrol of the Island. 

On November 7, less than a 
week later, Major Warner led 
his company of two hundred 
and twenty against a raiding 
party of more than five hun- 
dred Japs attempting a land- 
ing. Without walkie-talkie 
equipment, he stood atop the 
unit’s one tank, which had 
observation straight ahead but 
neither to the right nor left, 
and guided it by hammering its 
side, once for the left, twice for 
the right. All of the Japs were 
killed, while only eight of his 
own men were lost, but he 
himself suffered a machine 
burst in his leg, which was 
later amputated at Tulagi. 

It was for this action that 
Major General Allen H. Turn- 
age, Commanding General of 
the famous Third Marine Divi- 
sion, has reeommended Warner 
for the Congressional Medal 
of Honor. 

Warner was shipped back to 
the mainland, eventually ar- 
riving at the hospital at Mare 
Island where he was given an 
artificial leg. He then returned 
to Los Angeles and was one of 
the first servicemen of the war 
to return to college, re-enter- 
ing U.S.C. and completing his 
credits for an M.A. degree. 


A friend happened to men- 
tion that M-G-M was looking 
for a legless man to double 
for Van Johnson in “Thirty 
Seconds Over Tokyo” and War- 
ner got the job. That led to 
his association with Central 


Casting. 
Warner is very enthusiastic 
about his work — the only 


thing he would like better 
would be getting back into 
combat — and he often runs 
across GI leathernecks he knew 
at the front. And, of course, a 
lot he did not know — like 
another hopeful for a part in 
“Pride Of The Marines,” who 
said, “Sure, I sweated all 
through Guada.” 

“Were you at Bloody Ridge?” 
asked the major. 

Well, he was a little bit 
vague about that. 

“How about Kali point?” 

Perhaps even a little foggier 
about this. 

“Heck,” says the major, “if 
he ever saw Guadalcanal, he’d 
know about Bloody Ridge — 
that was when we were hang- 
ing on the ropes and would 
have sold our chances for a 
Jap yen, and Kali Point was 
our landing place. Both those 
spots are like asking if you 
know where the corner of 
Hollywood and Vine is.” 


John Garfield 
Discusses Plans 
For Veteran Aid 


John Garfield, vice-president 
of the Hollywood Canteen, re- 
vealed recently that postwar 
plans for the film colony’s 
servicemen’s center include a 
crafts producing and sales or- 
ganization and a self-support- 
ing home for young vets seek- 
ing a break on the screen. 

Garfield, currently starring 
in Warner Bros.’ “Pride Of The 
Marines,” the story of marine 
hero Al Schmid, said that the 
factory would not in any way 
be a charity enterprise once it 
is established, but would ad- 
here to the aim of giving self- 
respecting jobs to returning 
G.I’s.

He thought, “When I get to 
be a success in Hollywood, I'll 
be able to get a house with a 
nice, smooth-working shower.” 
That thought kept him going. 

He still hasn’t been able to 
get the place, but he’s look- 
ing, and it may happen one of 
these days. When it does, he’ll 
know he’s “arrived.”
